COUNCIL IS NOW PUT ON RECORD 


Only One Electric Track Will Be 


Allowed on Main Street. 


ALL COMPANIES MUST USE IT 


If They WooM Carry PasiMgen to Coshoc- 


too—Tie AoawviHc load Waatt a 


Franchise—OM Project Dead. 


Ten minutes of eight o'clock found 


all members of council in their places 
ready to take up the street railway 
situation Thursday evening. This 
is what the meeting was to con- 
sider, and as soon, as the min- 
utes of the previous meeting were 
read the subject was opened by Coun- 
cilman Brooke. The fifteen minutes 
in which it had been decided Tuesday 
evening the question could be settled 
lengthened out,until two and a half 
hoars were consumed before the decis- 
ion Was reached.1- 


Mr. Brooke said: "I have not chang- 


ed my mini since Tuesday evening. I 
have talked with several of the best 
posted men in Coshocton,aod they are 
all of the opinion that we do not want 
\f> concede what this company de- 
mands. I oelieve'in equality, and if 
alt men are created, equal and, have 
equal rights so should all corporations 
have equal rights. • We want all the 
roads to «ome in, but we want 
all to have equal rights. We are 
looking after the interests of the city 
and I think we would be doing a 
great injustice to".allow this company 
to come in on the terms it demands. I 
think we ought to retain an equal in- 
terest lor all companies desiring to 
come in. It will not be Jong until a 
line will be completed from Columbu^ 
to Newark and then it will come from 
Newark to Dresden, Coshocton and dh 
to Dennlson.and we will have the con- 
nection this company would give us 
beside the other cities it cannot give. 
1 think we can wait awhile rather 
than give them an exclusive right. 'If 
we cannot get them on equitable 
terms we do not want them." 


Judge Hunt asked Mr. Brooke if he 


thought it a good thing to have a line 
from 
Newark or Zanesvilie. 
Mr, 


Brooke replied "I am not afraid. 
Co- 


shocton can compete with the busi- 
ness men of Newark, Xaneeville and 
even 
Columbus. We have better 


stores than Newark and Zanesvilie 
and our business men are as shrewd." 


'You 
talk 
different from other 


business men in the city. Is it your 
Idea, that all companies -should come 
In on equal terms?" 


"Yes sir." 
Mr. Rinner then asked if the real 


point was not that the company want- 
ed exclusive right on Main street, and 
Judge Hunt replied they only wanted 
what tbe statutes allowed or could 
be legally given them. 


'•Then what%is it they are hedging 


oh?" asked Mr. Binner. "The"statutes1 
allow one-eighth but the other seven- 
eighths.you can charge for as you 
please. There would be no arbiters 
to make reasonable rates between,tbe 
companies." 


Judge Hunt replied: "There is no 


use discussing what would be fair 
or what not fair. 
The company have 


stated what they will do and the ques- 
tion is whether you will concede what 
they demand." 


Mr. Rinner said: "1 believe every 


councilman wants the road but we do 
not want to do an injustice to either 


the company or the city. If {one in- 
terurban is a benefit others would be 
also. We do not wish to discriminate 
against any company. If this com- 
pany want* nothing bub justice tbe 
clause In dispute aa drafted by tbe 
solltor will give to them. 
If it wa* 


for two. five or even ten years it would 
not matter so much but for 25 years 
it is a grave question." 


Mr. Tlmmohs was in favor of con- 


ceding what the company demanded. 
He said. •'! have not much to say. 
The company has made 'application 
and are only asking what we can leg- 
ally give them. If we give them 
what they demand we will not shut 
out other interurban lines. If we bar 
this company It "will be a barrier to 
others coming in. We are not going 
to be a Columbus or a Cincinnati 
soon. v I would like to see Ooshocton a 
city of 20,000 within 25 years. 
The 


more interurban roads tbe better. 
Give this company what it asks. It is 
the object of internrbans to get into 
tbe heart of the city and we will not 
bar any by giving this company what 
they demand." 


Prosecutor 
Wheeler 
asked 
to 


be allowed a few words. He said: 
"I am -representing 
the 
Zanes- 


vilie 
and '' Adamsville - company 


and came here to see what kind of a 
franchise ordinance you would pass. 
We have our right of way to the Co- 
shocton county line and expect 5o pre- 
sent an application to council within 
two weeks. We want to come in on 
Main street and only-expect to do 
what we would expect other compan- 
ies to do. It involves the second com- 
pany in endless litigation if an exclu- 
sive franchise is given. It is valuable 
to have exclusive right as the 
company -owning it c»o exact what 
it pleases from 
other companies. 


We have the money back of us 
and expect to build the road within 
two years if we can get a franchise." 


After a short debate between Pros- 


ecutor Wheeler and Judge. Hunt Mr. 
Ttmmons'moved an adjournment, but 
got no second.

Mr. Kuntz said: "When we left 


Tuesday-evening we were to find out 
all we could. I have talked to sever- 
al business men and they have en- 
lightened me. I came here expecting 
to vote for this ordinance (meaning 
tbe one the company asked). I think 
the clerk ought to read It and let us 
v.ote~on It.!) 


After a few minutes debate Mr. 


Binner said"! think we ought to pass 
one or the other at once, "andMr.Kuntz 
moved the reading of the ordinance 
as asked by the company. 
It was 


read and a motion for suspension of 
rules and the second reading was lost. 
All except Timmons and Euntz voted 
no. 


Mr. Binner moved the reading of 


the ordinance drawn by Solicitor 
Voorhees. It was wad and passed by 
suspension of tbe ru^es. 


.This seemed to settle the matter 


and council went home. It is possible 
nothing more will be heard of tbe 
Coshocton & Newcomerstown electric 
railway. 


The ordinance 'passed contains the 


provisions that have twice appeared 
in THE AGE, and provides that Co- 
shocton reserves 
the right to give 


other lines the privilege of using the 
Main street track, tbe companies in- 
terested settling compensation. If 
they cannot agree a board of arbltra- 


] tion is to make a settlement.

and in each caae a statement of the re- 
ult will be drawn up, three copies of 
t befog duly made aad signed. One 
f the copies will be tent to Washing- 
ton'by mall, tbe same will be forward- 
ed to the same destination by a spec- 
ial meaaenger and tbe third will be 
placed in tbe hands, of tbe judge of 
tbe diutrtot io which the electors have 
convened. • , 


The job of redacting Mr. McKinley 


was much more elaborate1 that most 
people Tealize, and IL was only begun 
with the casting'of the votes of.Jhe 
people last November. For the pres- 
ent occupant of the white bouse wilt 
»ot have-been chosen as president 
awfully, under the terms of the con- 
stitution, for some time yet to come, 
n fact, until the afternoon 'of Febru 
,ry 13. Meanwhile the certittcates of 
the accredited electors will be Bled 
with the department of state. All of 
the 45 documents usually reach their 
destination safely, but if one of them 
bonld fall a duplicate is sent by a 
special messenger.. There has only 
teen one instance of the bearer of a 
ocument:forwarded by an electoral 
college'failing to deliver his parcel. 
That was the messenger from Florida 
n!809, just before the count that 
made Benjamin Harrison 'president. 


These messengers receive25 cents a" 


mile one way. • The. agent from the 
*t*t*.or:WashIagten has the greatest 
distance to go, and will-draw tl,000 in 
mileage. The total expense to Uncle 
Sam fot this special delivery service 
is about 912,000. 


Each messenger, on arriving in 
Washington, will proceed at once to 
,he capital, and present himself be- 
ore the pre«Went of the senate, to 
bom - be will 
deliver tbe doc- 


ument he carries, sealed iu an envel- 
ope. In return he will get a formal 
receipt, his duty being thereby ended. 
l?be unopened envelope will be placed 
n a small Iron safe,- so little that it 
might be carried away booily by a 
couple of. athletic burglars. 
This 


safe- will be under • constant guard 
day and night until the documents 
ire finally removed. 


At neon'on February 13 the presid- 
ng officer of the senate will summon 
the doorkeeper,,of the august body, 
and takine the 45 sealed envelopes out 
of the strong.box, will hand.'them to 
the latter official. 
The doorkeeper 


will place them in two- wooden boxes 
made for the purpose, and carry 
>hem into the senate chamber. It is 
customary to, make a_ fresh pair of 
boxes for each new presidential elec- 
tion, though this has not. been ^ aone 
in every instance. They are of cherry 
about a foot cube in measurement, 
and are turned out by the head car- 
wnter of the sea'ate.''' 


Now follows a very Juipresbive cere- 


mony; for which both house and sen- 
ate suspend 
the regular order of 


their business. In obedience to a res- 
olution already introduced and passed 
the 
members of tbe senate form 


themselves into a proceession, and, 
with the' doorkeeper and his two 
boxes in their midst, march, under 
the escort of a score of. capitol' police- 
men, 
through the long. central cor- 


ridor of the national legislative build- 
ing to the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives.

solemn spectacle. 


Meanwhile things over on the house 


side have taken on an air of expectan- 
cy and even g'ayety, so far as the gal- 
leries are concerned.

senate and two by the house. As he 
does so he breaks the seals; and one of 
the tellers reads tbe certiflcatefi aloud 
stating the number of votes cast.uam- 
ing the persons for whom they were 
east. When all the document* have 
been thus read the teller-* make their 
report the presiding officer, giving the 
totals, and the president of tbe sen- 
ate announces to the assembled con- 
gress that William McKinley has 
been chosen president and Theodore 
Roosevelt vice president of the Unit- 
ed Suites for four years beginning 
March 4,1901. Then and not until 
then is the'election an accomplished 
faet.

In the Senate. 
Washington, Jan. 11. — In the senate 


consideration was concluded of the 
Committee amendments to the army 
reorganization bill and the' senate took 
up the amendments proposed by indi- 
vidual senators. The amendments pro- 
riding for the appointment of Generals 
.Tames H. Wilson, Fitzhugh Lee and 
General Shatter to be major generals of 
the regular army and retired, precipi- 
tated an extended and, on the part of 
Mr. Pettigrew, a bitter debate. Mr. 
Pettigrew opposed the promotion of 
General Shatter. The amendments pre- 
vailed, however, despite the opposition. 


An appeal was presented by Mr. Tel- 


ler (Colo.) from more than 2,000 Fili- 
pinos In Manilla, urging the United 
States government to cease its opera- 
tfons against the Filipinos. The ap- 
peal is -sensational in Its statements, 
and so unusual in form that Mr. Haw- 
ley (Conn.) made a vigorous objection 
to its publication as a document. He 
declared that it was treasonable de- 
nunciation of the government and an 
attack upon the American soldiers.

Appeal of Kmpiuos. 


Washington, Jan. 11. — Senator Teller 


(Colo.) presented to the senate a me- 
morial from 2,000 representative na- 
tives of Manilla, including the names 
of doctors lawyers, merchants, bank- 
ers and^ professional men. The .me- 
morial Is in the nature of an appeal 
for liberty and asks, "In the name of 
Washington, ot Jefferson, of Lincoln 
and of Qod Eternal," that the United 
States "cease its persecutions of men 
struggling to be free." The appeal de- 
clares that autonomy would not be ac- 
ceptable to the Filipinos, who deaire 
full independence. It claims the in- 
surgents have the support of -practi- 
cally all the people of the Philippines 
and that they will not yield until the 
last drop of Filipino blood has been 
shed.

Redmoud'u Fr«yer. 


Dublin, Jan. 11. — At a meeting of 


the United Irish league in this, city 
Mr. John Redmond, leader of the Irish 
parliamentary party, spoke most hope- 
fully while appealing for funds of the 
prospects of the Irish cause. The Lib- 
eral party, he said, had gone to pieces 
because a large proportion of its mem- 
bers had been false to Ireland. The 
conservative government was engaged 
In perilous enterprises in .China, South 
Africa and elsewhere, and he added: 
"I hope to God that the government 
will be overwhelmed by military and 
financial disasters at Gape Town." 


Subsidy Amendment*. 


Washington, Jan. 11.— The senate 


committee on commerce agreed to 
make several additional amendments 
to the ship subsidy bill; One of these 
extends the benefits of tL3 bill to ships 
engaged both in the foreign :and the 
coastwise trade, such as those of the 
Panama railroad line. These amend- 
ments grant subsidy to the extent that 
the cargo is foreign. Another amend- 
ment permits a majority of :the owners 
of a steamship to sign contracts with 
the secretary of the treasury instead of 
requiring all the owners to sign.

John W. -Quackenbush, United .States 
navy, retired, died at his residence in 
this' city. .Commander Quackenbush 
was born in New York and was ap- 
pointed to the navy Sept. 2*.

There is not reason to Suppose that 


Russia will withdraw from, the joint 
negotiations. The treaty she has con- 
cluded with China concern*, her spe- 
cial Interests in regions^ contiguous to 
her territories, but she haa,great polit- 
ical interests to defend and further in 
the joint conference which will bristle 
with obstacles to' a speedy settlement. 
Russia aims chiefly at a wide expan- 
sion of her political influence. jGreat 
Britain wants to open the Chinese em- 
pire,to her commerce and at same time 
strengthen her political foothold. The 
United States' efforts, apparently, will 
be devoted to securing commercial,ad- 
vantages, while France and Germany 
will desire to increase their trade gen- 
erally and_ their political influence in 
certain provinces. 


The struggle between these conflict- 


ing designs will be bitter, and, in any 
case, will greatly protract the nego- 
tiations. One thing which Great Brit- 
ain and the United States wish secured 
is the raising of the prohibition, which 
now exists in China, against foreigners 
acquiring landed interests, a consider- 
able extension of commerce being 
thereby anticipated. The ministers of 
the .powers will be assisted In the ne- 
gotiations, by commercial 
advisers, 


while Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang will continue to act for the 
Chinese government. 
HcK<nl«y'» Proposition Withdrawn 


Washington, .Jan. 11.^—As some of 


the foreign powers do not look ,with 
favor "upon the proposition of. the 
United States, recently made, as to the 
withdrawal _of, certain features of th« 
negotiations from Peking to Washing- 
ton, or some other capital, and other 
powers hesitate to decide the question, 
the president has deemed it advisable 
to withdraw: the proposition and has 
directed the,diplomatic representatives 
of the United.

In the Senate. 


Washington, Jan. U.—In the senate 


Consideration waa concluded of the 
Committee amendments to -the army 
reorganization bill and tbe senate took 
up the amendments proposed by Indi- 
vidual senators. The amendments pro- 
riding for the appointment of Generals 
Tames H. Wilson, Fitzhugh Lee and 
General Shatter to be major generals of 
the regular army and retired, precipi- 
tated an extended and, on the part of 
Mr-.Pettigrew, a bitter debate. Mr. 
Pettlgrew opposed the ^promotion ot 
General Shatter. The amendments pre- 
vailed, however, despite the opposition. 


An appeal was presented by Mr. Tel- 


ler (Colo.) from more than 2,000 Fili- 
pinos in Manilla, urging .the United 
States government to cease its opera- 
tions against the Filipinos. The ap- 
peal is sensational in its statements, 
and so unusual in form that Mr. Haw- 
ley (Conn.) made a vigorous objection 
to its publication, as a document. He 
declared that It was treasonable de- 
nunciation ot the government and au 
attack upon the American soldiers. 


Apprnl of Mlipiiios. 


Washington", Jan. 11.—Senator Teller 


(Colo.) presented, to- the senate a me- 
morial from 2,000 representative na- 
tives of Manilla, including the names 
of doctors,, lawyers, merchants, bank- 
ers aiul^ professional men. The -me- 
morial Is In the nature of ait appeal 
tor liberty and asks, "In the name of 
Washington, of. Jefferson, of Lincoln 
and of God Eternal," that the United 
States "cease its persecutions of men 
struggling to be free." The appeal de- 
clares that autonomy would not be ac- 
ceptable to the Filipinos, who desire 
full independence. It claims the in- 
surgents have the support of -practi- 
cally all the people of the Philippines 
and that they will not yield until the. 
last drop of Filipino blood has been 
shed. 


Redmoud'o Prayer. , - 


Dublin, Jan. 11.—At a meeting ot 


the United Irish league in this, city 
Mr. John Redmond, leader of the Irish 
parliamentary party, spoke most hope- 
fully while appealing for funds of the 
prospects of the Irish cause. The Lib- 
eral party, he said, had gone to pieces 
because a large proportion of its mem- 
bers had been lalse to Ireland. . The 
conservative government was engaged 
in perUoua enterprises in China, South 
Africa and elsewhere, and he added: 
"I hope to God, that the government 
will be overwhelmed, by military and 
financial disasters at Cape Town." 


Subsidy Amendments. 


Washington, Jan. 11. — The senate 


committee on commerce agreed to 
make several additional amendments 
to the ship subsidy bill* One of these 
extends the benefits of Uo bill to ships 
engaged both in the foreign and the 
coastwise trade, such as those of the 
Panama railroad line. These amend- 
ments grant subsidy to the extent that 
the cargo is foreign. Another amend-: 
ment permits a majority of the owners 
of a steamship to sign contracts with 
the secretary of the treasury; instead o£ 
requiring all the owners to sign. 


Commander Quackeiibush. 
Washington, Jan. , ll.-^-Commander 


John W. Quackenbush, .United .States 
navy, retired, died at his residence in 
this 'city. ^Commander Quackenbush 
was born in New York and was ap- 
pointed to the navy Sept. 24, 1847. He 
served.on the frigate Cumberland dur- 
ing the Mexican war and.. later saw 
service in the Pacific squadron. He 
was commissioned as lieutenant com- 
mander in July, 1862, and was actively 
employed, during the entire. period of 
the civil war. He was retired in 1869. 


French Rights Sot Contested. 


Paris, Jan. 11.—Senator Garreau, 


who defends the interests of the Bre- 
ton fishermen in parliament, recently 
wrote to the minister of foreign af- 
fairs, M. Delcasae, .inquiring about the 
truth of the rumors of a. possible aban- 
donment of tbe French rights on.the 
Newfoundland shore. M. Delcasae re- 
plied: "I can only repeat what 1 said 
two years ago in the chamber—our 
rights in Newfoundland are.not con- 
tested and there is nothing to prevent 
their being exercised."
